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PEACE OVERTURES 
ARE AGAIN ON FOOT 

Insurrectos Want Four Cabinet 
Members and Other Otfices 

Peace, the fervent hope of rebellion 
torn Mexico, is almost an accom 
plished fact. Judge Carbajal, the fed 
eral peace envoy, has announced that 
barring the unforeseen, a general 
armistice will be declared. Provisional 
President Francisco I. Madero Jr. has 
declared that mutually acceptable 
propositions have at last been reached 
and peace is assured. 

It is semi-officially stated in the City 
of Mexico that the retirement of Diaz 
from the Presidency will take place 
May 24th or 25th. Vice-President Cor¬ 
ral’s resignation will be sent by cable 
and will be attested by the Mexican 
Minister in Spain. 

Provisional President Francisco I. 
Madero announced from Juarez that 
he would leave for Mexico City within 
two days to participate in a recoil 
struction of the Federal Government 



calculated to tranquilize turbulent 
Mexico. This was the signal for a 
general exodus of political chiefs, go- 
betweens and others who feel that the 
scene of peace negotiations is about to 
be shifted to the capital city. 

Peace iri Mexico will be signed Sat¬ 
urday, according to the almost unani¬ 
mous opinion of Madero’s advisers. 

Peace agreements, official conces- j 
sions and the machinery of the hastily 
constructed provisional government 
have been temporarily swept aside by 
the anticipation that Madero will 
quietly arrange with the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment a lasting peace and political 
emancipation. 

Doubt as to the Next Step. 

Senor Madero is elated. Anticipa¬ 
tion, eagerness and joy beamed in his 
face as he walked up and down the 
“east room” of his “White House,” his 
eyes sparkling and his fingers ner¬ 
vously sharpening the point of his 
goatee. 

“Peace is bound to come,” he said. 
“I am going to work very hard. Our 
demands are well known. We want 
merely what is reasonable, but we 
must be guaranteed these things. I 
am glad that I have been able to effect 
those guarantees by personal activ¬ 
ity.” 


GRIMES AND CASUALTIES 


Refusal to obey a command to hold 
up his hands cost E. L. Drew, a deputy 
sheriff of Pinal county, Arizona, his 
life at Sonoratown, near Ray. Drew 
was reclining on a table in a saloon 
when a masked man entered and com¬ 
manded “Hands up!” The bartender 
and the single patron present complied 
but Drew' ignored the command. At 
this the outlaw slapped his face. Drew 
reached for his revolver and a duel 
began. When the smoke had cleared 
away the Sheriff was mortally wounded. 
His assailant escaped and it is not 
known whether or not he was wounded. 

Following threats and quarrels 
which lasted almost all night, Charles 
Covell, a former Southern Pacific shop¬ 
man at. Sacramento, shot Mrs. Emma 
Ross, divorced wife of Angus Ross, a 
Sacramento gambler, killing her in¬ 
stantly, and then turning the weapon 
upon himself attempted to commit 
suicide. He fired two bullets into his 
body over the heart and can not re¬ 
cover. 


To Probe Steel Trust. 

An investigation of the United States 
Steel Corporation was ordered by the 
House when it passed the Stanley res¬ 
olution providing for such an inquiry 
The resolution was adopted without 
opposition, following a short debate. 
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TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


State Controller A. B. Nye has re¬ 
ceived from Los Angeles word that 
the balance of the “Lucky” Baldwin 
testate inheritance tax had been paid. 
The State will receive $147,000 repre¬ 
senting the tax and $7461.28 interest. 
The estate has previously paid to the 
State $100,000, making the total of 
$254,461.28 paid by the estate to the 
State of California. Under the law 
the inheritance tax collections gb into 
the general fund, and each year $250,- 
000 is transferred to the State school 
fund. 

Henry F. Walthers, an employe of 
the Southern Pacific Company, was 
riding on a pass at the time of his 
death at Colton, San Bernardino coun¬ 
ty, in 1907, dying from injuries re¬ 
ceived in a smash-up. The courts of 
Los Angeles awarded $8000 to his 
widow, and the Supreme Court has 
just ruled that she is entitled to the 
damages and that the accident was 
due to the carelessness of the rail¬ 
road. 

Work of constructing the tunnel that 
is necessary before the line of the 
Northwestern Pacific is completed to 
Eureka started Wednesdaj' morning. 
The work is expected to require a year 
and a half before the tunnel, which will 
be 4650 feet long, is completed. The 
boring will start at either end, and the 
.expectations of the engineers are that 
the two gangs will meet equi-distant 
from the starting point of each. The 
mountain through which the tunnel 
will extend is about half way between 
Willits and Shivley and is in the south¬ 
western part of Trinity County. 

Taking the first step to secure the 
benefits for which California fought 
for and won—the Panama-Pacific In¬ 
ternational Exposition—the committee 
on ways and means met Tuesday aft¬ 
ernoon and appointed committees ot 
four to go to each of the northern and 
central counties in California and pre¬ 
sent to their Boards of Supervisors the 
opportunities for the counties to ex¬ 
hibit their products in 1915. 

Thomas Armstrong, an expert land¬ 
scape gardener, recommended by John 
McLaren of Golden Gate Park, has 
been appointed to the position of Capi¬ 
tol Park gardener, taking the place of 
John W. Reeves, who held the place 
for many years and through many po¬ 
litical administrations. The appoint¬ 
ment. of Armstrong and the dismissal 
of Reeves were announced by George 
G. Radcliff superintendent of the Capi¬ 
tol and grounds, and took effect upon 
announcement. 

It has been announced at Mare 
island that the torpedo flotilla at pres¬ 
ent cruising in Southern California 
waters will return to the navy yard 
on June 15th for summer repairs. The 
overhauling of the vessels will not. 
consume much time this summer, as 
j the Navy Department has ordered the 
| destroyers to Alaska some time in 
i July. 

One of the most gigantic pieces of 
! work every undertaken in Solano 
I county is now under way between 
Suisun and Benicia. It is the con- 
; struction of a double-track system 
■ which is to connect Oakland and Sac¬ 
ramento. The Southern Pacific has 
purchased forty-six acres of land, and 
two great steam shovels are at work 
cutting the big hill away in order that 
it may be used as ballast for the new' 

■ roadbed. Six work trains are being 
used between Suisun and Benicia and 
several miles of track has been laid 
in the last few weeks. 

The contract for twenty-eight special 
! items of steel work for the Geary- 
street Railway in San Francisco has 
, been awarded by the Board of Public 
Works to the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
| pany for $45,713. Twenty reels of cop¬ 
per wire for the trolley have been 
shipped by the Standard Underground 
Cable Company of Pittsburg. 

The residents of lower Alameda 
county are preparing for a big Fourth 
of July celebration to be held at Cen¬ 
terville. Twenty or more floats will 
be in line, among which will be one 
designed by Japanese. Athletic sports 
and folk dances will also be features 
of the day’s celebration. A baseball 
game and a horribles parade will also 
lend attraction to-the program. Special 
trains will be run from all sections of 
the county. 

Jews to Prevent Massacre. 

Rumors of a threatened massacre of 
Jews at Kiev, Russia, are afloat. It is 
reported that the Jews have divided 
the city into districts for organized 
self-defense. The Government has is¬ 
sued a proclamation stating that it 
would suppress with a firm hand any 
attempt at disorders. # 

The Standard Oil Company has de¬ 
clared the regular quarterly dividend 
of $9 per share, due at this time of 
year. The declaration calls for a dis¬ 
bursement of $9,000,000 to stockhold¬ 
ers. 


ASSESSOR DALTON 

ACCUSED OF FELONY 

— 

Arrested for Asking and Taking 
Bribe Money 

Caught with $5000 in marked bills 
that had been handed to him as bribe 
money in his pockets, Henry P. Dalton 
for over sixteen years Assessor ol 
Alameda county, was arrested in Oak I 
land at 3:15 o’clock Thursday after 
noon on a felony charge. The money 
was the first installment of a $25,00C 
bribe that was to be paid to Dalton j 
by the Spring Valley Water Company 
in consideration for a promised reduc 
tion in the assessment of that cor 
poratios on its properties in Alameda j 
county, the company exposing to Dis 
trict Attorney William H. Donahue the 
Assessor’s whole scheme of extortion 

Working together, District Attorney 
Donahue of Alameda county and of 
ficials of the Spring Valley Watei 
Company caught Dalton in a trap that 
was sprung with the precision of a 
well-oiled piece of machinery. The 
bribe money was passed to Dalton by 
Vice-President and General Manage! 
S. P. Eastman of the Spring Valley 
Water Company at a place and time 
selected by Dalton, Eastman working 
under the written instructions of Dis 
tiict Attorney Donahue. 

Dalton Was Arrested. 

A few minutes later Dalton was ar 
rested, the incriminating evidence 
found in a package in his inside coat 
pocket, and, trembling so that he 
could hardly walk the disgraced As 
sessor was marched off to the District 
Attorney’s office, there to await a con 
saltation with his attorneys and an 
effort to provide bail. 

It is expected that the Board ot 
Supervisors of Alameda county will 
meet in special session for the purpose 
of appointing a successor to the dis 
graced Assessor. I. Harrison Clay, 
who opposed Dalton diming the last 
campaign and was defeated, will prob¬ 
ably be chosen to fill the vacancy 
caused by the arrest and imprison¬ 
ment. of Dalton. 

In his cell in the County Jail Thurs 
day night Dalton made the following 
statement: “I ask my friends to with 
hold judgment until they have heard 
my side of the case.” 

He refused to make any further re¬ 
marks concerning the case until he 
had consulted with his attorneys. 

Detective George J. Helms swore to 
a complaint, charging Dalton with re¬ 
ceiving and accepting a bribe. The 
warrant was served on Dalton in his 
cell in the County Jail. Judge Mor¬ 
timer Smith signed the warrant and 
fixed the bail at. $25,000. Dalton stated 
that he had bondsmen who would 
qualify. 

Leslie Blackburn, formerly a deputy 
in Assessor Dalton’s office, who is 
more or less familiar with Dalton’s 
affairs and who has been conspicuous 
in former campaign charges against 
Dalton, in an interview declared Dal¬ 
ton had been sinking vast sums of 
money in mining and ranching specu¬ 
lations for a number of years. 

“The biggest losing venture Dalton 
was engaged in was a mine up in 
Northern California—in Sonoma conn 
ty, I think,” said Blackburn. “He and 
Tommy Glynn, former Recorder in San 
Francisco under Boss Buckley’s re¬ 
gime, were the biggest stockholders, 
as I understand it, and the mine ate 
into their bank accounts with alarm¬ 
ing regularity. It paid no dividends, 
and the stockholders were called upon 
for .heavy assessments four or five 
times a year. Another venture that 
proved an unfortunate one for Dalton 
was a fruit ranch in which he invested 
$5000. Shortly after putting his money 
in this the company financing the 
ranch was declared insolvent and Dal- 
i ton did not receive back a penny that 
i he invested. 

“I have also heard that Dalton was 
interested in mining property in Ne¬ 
vada, near Goldfield, in which he lost 
a large amount of money. 

1 “Up in Sacramento John Mott proved 
that Dalton was making about $20,000 
out of his position as Assessor, but 
even this was not sufficient to meet 
the demands of his speculative inter¬ 
ests. His salary used to be $4000, and 
he was allowed, besides, 15 per cent 
of his poll-tax collections and a per- 
! centage also on his personal-tax col¬ 
lections. 

“These commissions proved a great 
boon to his personal interests, but 
when the percentages were taken 
from the Assessor and he was given, 
in lieu thereof, an increase of $3000 
a year in salary it affected him disas- 
i trously. If I remember correctly, 
when Dalton’s books were investigated 
at Sacramento it was learned that he 
had made $72,000 in the four years he 
was in office. He asked for more 
clerks before the Legislature, declar¬ 
ing that it was impossible to run the 
Assessor’s office with the help al¬ 
lowed, but when this request was 


mvestrgated it was rerused amf he 
was told that he had more employes 
than he could use. 

“When I was questioned before the 
Grand Jury about Dalton's affairs I 
was asked if I knew anything about 
his dealings with various corporations. 
I am not sure whether the Spring Val¬ 
ley Water Company’s name was men¬ 
tioned at that time or not, but I think 
it was.” 


INSURGENTS READY 
TO PUSH FIGHTING 


To Strike at Capital it Peace 
Plans Fail - 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


The Prussian Diet has adopted tht 
Greater Berlin bill, which will combine 
the capital and the suburban rnunici 
palities, forming a metropolitan area 
with a population close to 3,500,000 
This union will move Berlin from the 
sixth to the third position among the 
great cities of the world in point ol 
population. The city would rank next 
to New York and London. 

The naval authorities at Raval, Rus 
sia, are making extensive preparations 
for the visit of the second division of 
the United States Atlantic fleet. The 
battleships will be in that port from 
June 11th to 18th. They come to 
Raval, as Libau was abandoned as a 
naval port two years ago. 


SPORTS AND ATHLETICS 


A new record for rapidity of ascen¬ 
sion was made in France by Lieut. Me¬ 
nard in his new army aeroplane, “Tour 
d'France,” which he was trying out 
before the aviation commission of the 
army. Menard obtained a height ot 
1000 feet in four minutes and forty- 
five seconds. He has left on a 2000- 
mile tour of France, taking a passen¬ 
ger. 

The largest cash guarantee ever 
tendered a prize fighter for ten rounds 
was offered Ad Wolgast to sign arti¬ 
cles to meet Packey McFarland. Wol- 
gast’s manager received a telegram 
from George Tully of Racine, Wis., 
agreeing to give the little Dutchman 
$12,500 if he would put his name to a 
contract. 

All modern baseball records were 
broken in Chicago when the major! 
league teams scored 126 runs and 1 
made 177 hits—seventy-five runs and 
ninety-two hits in the National, and ; 
fifty-one runs and eighty-five hits in 
the American. The Chicago Ameri¬ 
cans led, making twenty runs and 
twenty hits, against Washington. 
Philadelphia led in the National with 
nineteen runs and seventeen hits. 

Graham Gilmour and Oscar Morri¬ 
son engaged in an aeroplane race from 
Shoreham to Roedean, England, re¬ 
cently, a distance of ten miles. Gil¬ 
mour won by 300 yards. A great crowd 
witnessed the finish. 

STANDARD OIL TO 
BE DISSOLVED 

- i 

Supreme Court Decides That 
Trust Violates the Law 

The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey and . its nineteen subsidiary 
corporations has been declared by the 
! Supreme Court of the United States 
j to be a conspiracy and combination 
in restraint of trade. Tt. was other¬ 
wise held to be monopolizing inter¬ 
state commerce in violation of the 
Shernytn anti-trust law. The dissolu¬ 
tion of the combination was ordered 
' to take place within six months. 

Conflict in the Court. 


If, by any chance, the present plans 
for peace in Mexico fail, within twelve 
hours of that time Mexico City itself 
would be cut off from all outside com- 
! munication and invested by the insur 
recto army under Figuero. The in¬ 
vestment of Chihuahua city also would 
follow within a day or two. 

So complete are the further war 
plans of the Mexican revolution, and 
so confident are the leaders in their 
absolute certainty of success, that the 
fiat statement was made at Madero 
headquarters that a slip in peace ne¬ 
gotiations would be followed quickly 
by the severest blow yet dealt the 
Federal Government, and that the 
siege of Mexico City and Chihuahua 
would be pushed relentlessly. 

The five-day armistice proclaimed 
explicitly provides for mobilization of 
| troops at suitable camps in territory 
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controlled by either side. This applies 
to the State of Chihuahua. A force of 
250 insurrectos has left Juarez to 
guard the Mexican National lines 
stretching toward Chihuahua. Already 
between 250 and 300 of the federals 
captured at Juarez have gone to work 
with the repair gangs along the lines 
of the Mexican National and the Mexi¬ 
can Northwestern. Within two days 
close to 1000 insurrectos will be moved 
from Juarez to the new base at Casas 
Grandes, augmenting the rebel forces 
already stationed along the railroad, 
and with the forces now south of Chi¬ 
huahua, a force of 3500 men, well sup¬ 
plied with field guns and rapid flrers, 
and with their base of supplies well 
guarded, could be thrown around Chi. 
huahua within a short time. 

A garrison of about 500 will remain 
at Juarez, but Casas Grandes will be 
made the mobilization point for any 
possible campaign against Chihuahua 
city. 


The Governor-General of French 
East Africa advises the French Gov¬ 
ernment that D. E. Howard, formerly 
Secretary of the Treasury of Liberia, 
has been elected President of the re¬ 
public, succeeding President Arthur 
Barclay, whose term expired with the 
present year. 

Lady Decies, who underwent an op¬ 
eration for appendicitis in London, is 
reported as making a satisfactory re¬ 
covery.

At the same time the Court inter¬ 
preted the Sherman anti-trust law so 
as to limit its application to acts ot 
“undue” restraint of trade, and not 
“every” restraint of trade.

determined, once for all, that the 
word “undue” or “unreasonable” or 
similar words were not in the statute. 

He declared that the reasoning of 
the Court in arriving at its findings 
was, in effect, legislation, which be¬ 
longed in every instance to Congress, 
and not to the courts.

SHERMAN LAW STATE EXCURSION 

Feeling That Ihe Supreme court pe "® onallyconductedt «a, n 

li . . . „. . . TO THE GREAT NORTHWEST. 

Has Amended Statute 


The Chinese Government has under 
consideration the question of increas¬ 
ing the Hukwang Railroad loan of 
$80,000,000, which is now ready to be 
signed, and in which financial groups 
representing the United States, Great 
Britain, France and Germany are to 
participate equally. 


Governmental Washington—legisla 
tive, executive and judicial—gave ovei 
the greater part of Tuesday to a dis 
ciission of the Supreme Court’s dis 
position of the Standard Oil case. 

While there was gratification in Ad¬ 
ministration circles over the order foi 
the dissolution of the corporation 
which had been declared “an unrea i 
sonable” combination and monopoly in 
restraint of trade, there unquestion ; 
ably was misiving as to the interpre¬ 
tation of the anti-trust law giving tc 
the courts the right to determine 
whether a monopoly was “reasonable’ 
and dec’° “ t a “reasonable” monop¬ 
oly not in contravention of the 

statute. 

President Taft, who a little more 
than a year ago, in a special message 
to Congress, said that under Supreme 
Court precedents there could be no 
such things as “reasonable” and “un¬ 
reasonable” restraints of trade, or, in 
other words, “good trusts” and “bad 
trusts,” was said to have been rather 
disappointed that the Court should 
have seen fit to reverse itself in this 
important matter. 

Taft and Harlan Agree. 

President Taft’s message was freely 
quoted about the Capitol, and the 
seeming similarity of his views as to 
the scope of the anti-trust law to the 
view expressed by Associate Justice | 
Harlan in his dissenting opinion on 
Monday attracted renewed attention to 
Justice Harlan’s position as outlined 
in his statement to the Court follow¬ 
ing the handing down of the majority 
opinion by Chief Justice White. 

Justice Harlan held that his brother 
Judges had no right to usurp the func¬ 
tions of the legislative branch of the 
Government by writing into the stat¬ 
ute a differentiation between “reason¬ 
able’ and ‘unreasonable.” 


The Brazilian treasure-seeking expe¬ 
dition to Trinidad, an island of the 
Atlantic east of Brazil, which set forth 
from Rio Janeiro on April 26th, has 
returned, having failed in its mission.

sight seeing trip at Tacoma, dinner at 
Commercial Club Tacoma, transfer 
from train at Seattle to Hotel Wash¬ 
ington in taxicab, breakfast and lunch 
at Hotel Washington and automobile 
sight seeing trip around Seattle. 

After lunch and sight seeing trip at 
Seattle, the party will disband, each 
passenger continuing the trip as best 
suits his fancy. 

Excursionists are free to remain in 
Seattle for any lenght of time they de¬ 
sire, continuing the trip from there 
via the Canadian Pacific steamship 
Princess to Victoria and Vancouver. 
From Vancouver the tickets read via 
the Canadian Pacific through the 
Canadian Rockies to Revelstoke and 
thence through the famous Kootenay 
Lake Region by steamer and rail via 
Arrowhead and West Robinson to 
Spokane.
